It Is strange that the intellect of 
m an has had to go through such 
struggles and revolutions in order to 
arrive at the simplest truths, or 
rather to get them recognized in the 
shape of Ideas 
Men have gone to the stake for 
their ideas, have been banished from 
their 
native 
lands, 
have 
been 
laughed at, scorned, reviled, and sent 
to their graves ‘‘unheralded and un­ 
sung." But blessed be the act of 
Time, which does not allow a great 
m ine rn a m an to die! 
It is heartening to see recognition 
coming to one of the greatest of 
liberty-loving hum an beings—Tom 
Paine, sometimes called the God­ 
father of the American Revolution. 
His pamphlets, especially his "Com­ 
mon Sense," lit the fire of freedom, 
not only among the American Col­ 
onists, but all over tile thinking 
world 
In Amsterdam, Holland, in 1032, 
another thinker was born. His name 
was Baruch Spinoza. But his path 
in life was filled with enemies, out 
to destroy such a man. Intolerance 
put its squeeze upon him and would 
have none of him. It took more than 
a hundred years for the world to 
take him up and to give hearing to 
his brilliant intellect. He once said: 
"Use your intellect, sharpen it, trust 
it. learn to use it and be guided by it 
alone.” 
I do not think th at the world has 
yet caught up with the brilliant 
thinking of Henry D Thoreau To 
me he seems one of the greatest of 
all independent thinkers, express­ 
ing his ideas simply, yet with ex­ 
traordinary originality, and a t times 
in language of great beauty, as well 
as with courage and boldness.

Almost all information and advice 
on applying fertilizer Is spoken and 
written with the farm er In mind 
expressed In terms of pounds per 
acre. Tile small gardener finds the 
translation of these large-scale fig­ 
ures to his small-plot requirem ents 
a difficult task If. for example.
